said House in accordance with the provisions of clause (1) of Article 158 of the 
Constitution; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 147 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 the Election Commission 
hereby calls upon the elected members of the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Uttar Pradesh to elect, in accordance with the provision of the said Act and 
of the rules and orders made thereunder, a person to All the vacancy so caused 
before the 15th July, 1967-

the Representation of the People Act, 1951, the Election Commission hereby appoints 
for the election to the Council of States to be held In pursuance of its notification

(a) the 28th June- 1987, as the last date for making nominations; 

(b) the 29th 3une, 1967, as the date for the scrutiny of nominations; 

(c) the 1st July, 1987, as the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures; 
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(d) the 9th July, 1967, as the date on which a poll shall, if necessary, be 

taken; and 

(e) the 15th July, 1967, as the date before which the election shall be com¬ 

pleted.
